Now, if you be a man, reuenge the finne, 
With weap'a in hand I forcethe chamber dore, 
And finde my ſclfe deceived bythat whore; 
My father there, with Demener alone ; 
I Thwbelooke-for ; but the queane was gone. 
As thunder-ſtrucke, then allamas'dI ſtand; 
Then fals my ſword out of my quaking hand, 
Which ſhe tooke-vp, that had contriu'd the plot; 
And faid (O husband) you belceu'd menor, 
When I you told that now ſoplaincappeares, 
I pray deuiſe to1id vs of our feares, 
No word he gaue, but mein priſoncaſt ; 
And, when I thought to tell howall had paſt, 
He would not heare me; but next day betimes 
Accuſes me of theſe ſo hainous crimes 
Before the people : when I would haue ſpoke, 
With queſtien ſhort thus doth a Clerke me choke: 
Did you your fath'r aflault with ſword? Ifaid, 
1 did, but heare you how ; then all ſo bray'd

So (quoth Theagenes) you more moleſt, 
Toleauc her wicked plotſopratiſed,

Soone after ſentence there a ſhip I finde 


For gin bound, where well I mighrabide

when they count, 


iſhed. 
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And in his Countrey-village deſolate 

Selfe-fretting ſpent his time : butſhe gan hate 

Herſelfe ard 7 þ75be, for her loues depart 

(So thee ſhecals) and rakes it ſoto heart, 

That mad by fits ſhe ofren threats her maid ; 

Whofear'd the worſt, and thus preventing faid ; 

They lay (forſooth) that Cnemon lince his doome 

Hath left the land ; but he hath found a roome 

To lurkein here, enquiring for your ſake 

This haue Ilcarn'd; 4r/moe (I rake 

You know the Queane) ſhecloſely keepes him hid: 

For this I tell you let me not be chid, 

O happy ſhe, quoth Deweret ; but what 

Is this rome? O miltreſle, verie pat, 

Repli'd the Maid ; mine old acquaint is ſhe, 

And one whom I haue vs'd in that degree. 

Ile fay, I Czemon loue, and pray, and pay, 

Thar in her roome this night ſhe will me lay, 

And, ifſhe grant, the turne ſhall not be mine, 

But yours; and Ile him bring well ſoakt in wine, 
The plot is lik'd, and haſted all they can ; 

But with Ar/inoe turn'd catin pan :

And faſt her holdu brought her thence ; butſhee 
Bethinking what a ſhame 1r would herbee, 

What puniſhment to her offe:ce was due, 

And, by the Law, without all helptr'enfoe ; 


Ard 
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And mad, that by hermaid fhe was ſo mocke ;- 
While people wondringall about her flock, 
(You know the deepe pit where our Leaders wont | 
Dociolemne Rites) when they cameneere ypon't, 
With ſtruggling much ſhe broke his hold at laſt, 
And thereinto her ſelfe downe headlong caſt, 
So broke her necke ( full oft conioyned fy 
Bad life, bad death )\o my reuenge, quoth he, 
Prevents the Lav: ; and forthwith to the Statcs 
Her lite and death, and allthy caſe relates; 
Gets hardly pardon for himſelfe, the while 
His friends cntreat to call thee from exile ; 
Bur done, or not, as yet I know no whether, 
Faire wind and ſudden bufinefſe call'd me hether : 
That all the people giue conſent, no doubt ; 
And foone thy father will px ſceekethee our, 

This Charias told me; but whatelle befell, 
And herc how came1, more timeaskes totell. 
Then he, and they for company, gan weepe ;

But noble and gentle wasto iuft complaint, 
And would not liuvethus but vpon conſtraint, 
When all were come, and Thyamſct on high 
To ſpeake them-to, as wont he commonly, 
He Cnemon bids, ynto that Youth and Maid, 
Report, in Grecke, this he inGypſiefaid, 
My Fellow ſouldiours, being, as you wiſt, 
The firſt-borne ſonne of CMemphis higheſt Prieft, 
And from my right kept by my younger brother, 
] fledto you; and mebeforeall other 
You chole for Chiefe : and't hath beenefince my care, 
Ofall we got, totake no more than ſhare, 
The captive men of ſtrength I gaueto you, 
The weaker fold; and this y'all know istrue, 
Thefree-borne women ranſom'd, or ſet free 
For pittie ſake, the ſeruile ſorthad yee : 
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This one whoſe habit ſhewes, and goodly port, 
Her ſome Deuote, and therefore meet Conſort 
For Biſhops ſonne, though of my ſelfe I might 
Her and rake by only Captainesright 
(As well you know) yether of you I crauc, 

To be my wife; you all thereſt ſhall haue, 

They all conſent, he thanks, and further ſaith; 
Then ſpeake you Faire-one, doeme plight your faith; 
Toliue with me inlawtull marriage; 

And tell your Countrey, and your parentage. 

She caſt her modeſteyes vpon i ground, 
And ſtaid a while, as *twere in thought profound 
Whatſhould ſheſay ; then him with bluſhing ey'd, 
And thus, as Cnemon did relate, repli'd. 

My brother better ſpeake here may, than T, 

A Maid beforeſo manly company ; 

Bur ſth you giue me leaue, and chiefly me _ 
Concernes the meeting, know (I pray) that he 
eApolls's Prieſt is, and Diana's], 
 Ofnobleparentage in Jowe. 

Our Office ending (*twas but for a yeerc, 

And not hereditarie like yours here) 

With ſolemnepompe (as holy cuſtome prelt) 
For Delos ſail'd we, there vs to diueſt, 
Whenran at ſea was halfe our courſcand more, 
Began a ſtorme, thatcaſt ys here aſhore: 

And, at a feaſt made for onr late eſcape, 

The Mariners our goodsthoughtall to rape. 
On cither fide there {laine were all but wee, 

In wofull caſe left, as you chanc'd to ſce : 

Yer happy in this, we your hands-into fel}, 
Who grant both life and loue ; which 1 like well , 
This one thing crauing, to remaine.a Maid 

Till ſolemnediueſture, meane time with aid 
You Memphis may recouer; where is beſt 

(lf you ſo pleaſe) both marry, and diueft, 
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They all approue; and ſtaid is hisdefire 
By her Syreniſh ſong (though more afire)

And, what thecauſeis, you ſhall quickly ſec. 
Bur haſte wemult; that waſting timein words 
We be not ouertaken here with ſwords : 
So led themfaſt away to 7Thyamis; 
And found him tellow-like, with many.ofhis, 
His armour icowring ; Sir, then ſaid,'cis well 
Y*areſoprouiding ; for ill newes I tell. 
There comes ypon you troopes of armed men ;

Nor withove tearxes departed he, to thinke 
How fairea phony: wy heleft atbrinke 
As 'twere of death ; nay buried had aliue 
That ſhining beautie mightthe world reuiuc;, 
To Thyamthen he ran; with whom he found 
T heagen armed royally ; and round 
About them flocke thereſt; firſt low,then tall, 
For better ſight and hearing, Fellowes all, 
Then faid the Chiefe, your life isall a warte ; 
Yourtruſt and courage tri'd ; the foe not farre : 
T'encourage you nor need I, nor haue leaſure : 
Is't for our goodly citties, for our treaſure ; 
Is for cur chileren, for our wealthor wiues, 
They ſet vpon vs? no'tis for our lives, 
For ſuch as liue by ſpoile, as they and we, 
We fight not who ſhall reigne ; = who ſhall be. 
Thenreuer yeeld weto this enemy; 
Bur fight ic out, and conquer him or dye. 


Then call'd he for Theyzmrz:, could not get him ; 


Ay 
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"Which made him angrie, and for his abſence threat him. 
Soranto Ferrie ; for he law the fight 

Was now began, and his ſome pur to flight, 

And others (zine. Th'inuaders as they got 

The maſtric of any, ſtraight-way burnt his boat : 

This caſt a flame on allthe cane and reed 
Th'row-out the Fen ; that Yxlcan,ſet on ſpecd, 
Their cares with crackling, eyes with Aaſhing mote; 

And ſmoakie cinders all + them flote. 

Then death with vgly face ypon them gapes, 

Deuouring diuers men in diuers ſhapes. 

By fire, by water, by the ſword, by ſmoke, 

They burne, they drowne, they ſhed life-bloud, they choke. 
So wofull caſe wasneuer ſecne, they fay ; : 

Burt at the fiege of Troy, and Sol 

Where baſtard Common-wealth of Robbers ſtood, 

Is nothing now but cinder, ſmoke, and mud. 

For worke by Heau'n accurſt, bee*t ne're ſo great, 

Shall fali as wauethat ſcemes the skie to threat; 

And downe his fome regardlefle quickly linkes 

Amid the baſeſt water 'twixtthe brinks. 

This Thyam ſeeing, thought ypon hisdreame, 

Andof the meaning makes anethertheame ; 

Hae, and not haze ; ſhe ſhould be from him tane 

By force of Armeg; and yet by him beſlaine 

With ford indecd, not as he thought before. 

Againſt his /jsthen he gan to rore, 

As him deceiuing ; thought it high diſgrace, 

That other houl! his deereſt Loueembrace. 

Thus on the Maid, the foe, the boat the weather, 

His nimble thoughtsdiſparteth hetl''r and theth'r, 

Now this, now that, right faft imagining ; 

Yer for that one negle&seach other thing. 

Then hisexhorts againeto fight, not yeeld ; 

Bur, as they had done, ſtill maintaine thefield ; 

Till he Thermmts ſought (that was pretent) 
Bntall in haſte ynto the Caue he went. 
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A barbarous man th'aſfeRion emmotrame 
That once he ſer, nor from defignereclaime ; 
Selfe out ef hope will take quite out of way 
Thartmoft he loves, from beingothers prey : 
And Thyamtherefore all in-hand forgets ; 
Thonghcompaſt round about with fearefull nets; 
Enrag'd with anger, loue, and iealoufie, 

To Caue he went and ruſhtin ſuddenly ; 

Then cty'd aloud in Gypfie till he met 

One an{wer'd Grecke : thenleft hand on herſet, 
And thruſt her th'row withright; that there ſhelay, 
And with her bloud her life flew quiteaway. 

Theſe are,quoth he, thy ſpouſalls atmy hand, 

O worthy beſt ! now none ſhall thee command. 

So ſaid, and comming forth hefigh'd and wept, 

And ſhut the doore, andearth ypon it heape. 

When to the boats he came, this wasthe plight ; 
His, ſome, prepare to runaway at fight 
Of firft-come enemic : Thermwrss would 
Doe ſacrifice; whom Thyamir contrould : 

And aid, himſclfe had oftred with his blade 

The faireſt ſacrificethat could be made: 

He meant that in the Caue: fo went aboord 
Thermnts, he,and them torow, athird, 

The boat, as all the reft, was but a trunke 

Of hollow tree ; if more had come, had ſunke: - 
Inlike went Cnemoen and Theagenes ; 

And two by two, thus on freſh water ſeas, 

A mightie number: but they made awa 

At firſt cncounter, This made Cyemen ſay 

Vnto his friend, What ? ſhall weſtayto fight, 
When all the reſt haue tookethemto their flight, 
Saue 7 hyamis himſclfe ? ſo they withdrew, 
But T hyamis when th'aduerſaries knew, 
They cry'd letall men ſet on him alone; 

O had wc him, though all the reſt were gone”! 
Would any knovy the reaſon ? theſe werethey 
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That at the Camop-Outler fled away, 
And left ſorich a ſpoylefor Thyamc ; 
And therefore hate they deadly him and his, 
That him their minde was hereto take aliue 
(Though many flaineare thereto while they ſtrive) 
The cauſe was this : his brother Perofire, | 
Of heartcnflamed with ambitious fire, 
With-held the Prieſthood from him, moſt ynkinde, 
Againſt his birth-right, and his fathers minde, 
Then of the Robbers was he choſen Chiefe, 
And he thatſhould haue beene Arch-Pricſt, Arch-thcefe, 
Thisput the younger brother much in-feare, 
Leſt aft'r a while he ſhould ſome tumultreare, 
Toget hisright: _ tract of time 
Would manifeſt ar length his further crime. 
This likely miſchicfe thinking to prevent, 
Vnrallch'&gyptian Outlawes word heſent, 
With ſummes of money, and promiſes of other 
(Pretending, for 'rwas thought heſlew his brother) 
For any man that ſhould him bring aliue. 
With muchadoeat]aſt they him depriue 
Of ſtrong Thermutts helpe ; who bravely fought ; 
Yer ouer-boord was throwen, and drowned thought : 
Bur ſeeing Maſters caſe fo deſperate, 
With other matt'r in minde, away he gate, 
And ſwimming cameto land : for th'enemy 
His taking Thyam counted victory ; 
Yeareck'ned him of all the warre compend, 
None other minding; him away they fend 
With halferheir forceto guard; and all the reſt 
HisIflet ranſackt : long they were in queſt 
Ofthat was left, and when they little found 
/For all the treafore hid was vnder ground) 
Thenight approaching, ſtaid = not ; for feare 
Of ſuch as fled, and nught ſurpriſe them there; 
Bur, ſetting firſt the cortagesafire, 
Vnto their tellowes well in time retire, 
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T He greatlight dampsthe lefſe; and fo, fo long 


As Phabms ſhone, was Vwlcan ſcarce among 
The cinders ſeene :Bur,now is comethe night, 
Theagenesand ( nemon ſee the light 

Of all that Iſle on fire; andthen began 

The Louertruetocry, O wretched man, 

(And tore his haire) Iliue no more today ; 

My danger, feare, hope, loue and care, away : 

Now ſhe isdead why ſhould Llonger breathe, 

Not in my breft this bloudy weapon fheathe 2 

O thrice ynhappie! in vainethen did they ſee 

Me flye the fight, to keepe my ſelfe for thee 

So ſudden loſt, and by fo feartull deach, 

And wherethou wouldft nor, giuing yp thy breath ! 

And what a griefe is this, that to by fire, 

As of thy beautie, perf andentire, 

Noſ; ar isleft, I gaueno laſtembrace, 

Nor kiſt thy dying lips, nor aw thy face. 

O c1uell Heau'n ! are theſe my nuptiall brands ? 

Sorooke his ſword; but Crempon aid his hands, 

And ſaid, What meane you? much deceiu'd you be, 

Chariclialiues : You medeceiue, quoth be, 

You haue yndone me, you no life haue left me, 

That of ſo ſweet a death haue thus bereftme. 

Then Cnemon ſwore, andtold all of the Caue, 


And whatcommandment Thyamis him gaue, 
E This 
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This cheer'd Theayenes, and riow they poſt 
Themſclues both rowing (having ſculler.Joſt * 
At firft encounter) to th'encinder'd Iſle; 
Yet yp and downethey carried are awhile 
By guſts againſtthem, and becauſe they kney tiot 
The Scullers Art, and iuſt together rew not, 
Yer (want of skill ſupply'd with eameſt minde) 
They getto ſhore, and then, as ſwift as winde, 
To caue they run, and by the doore itfinde ; 
Bur (that which Cxemor maruells-at) vntin'd, 
Hetakes (as there he found) ſome fired reed 
Togiue them light, and leads the way in 
Yet (lo) full ſoone on ſudden ſtartshe backe, 
And cries, O Gods, what hap isthis! Alacke 
Wearequitevndone; Charicliahere is (laine; 
And downe the candlecaſt, and wept amaine, 
Theagenes,as {mit downe by ſome force, 
Fell, andembrac'd the Wks fary ans: corle, 
And long ſo lay ; that Cnemor leſt he ſhould 
Himſelfe doe hurt, came ſoftly; and was ſo bold 
Asdraw hisſword that hung downe by his ſide, 
And went for light. Then lamentably cry'd 
Fhe Knight, and ſaid, O griefe ynſufferable ! 
Malignant Starre, or Furie vnſatiable! 
Woas'c not enough to baniſh me from home, 
All vp and downe the world tomake me rome; 
To caſt me where no comfort manrelecues, 
At feato Pyrats, and atland to theeues; 
Yea more than once ; and take my joyesaway ? 
Of all but one was left; andrhatro a 
Is alſo loſt, my deare Chariclia, 
Slaine in defence of yertue (dare I (ay) 
To keepe her ſelfe for me. Theſe eyes of thine 
That all men cheer'd, as witha lightdiuine, 
Bedarke and nothing ſee; nor hethem ſaw 


Who thee affail'd, or hand had ftajd forawe. 
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But this of mine ſhall ioyne ys, and this Caue 

Our bodies both ſhall keepe in hidden grave, 

Then felt he where he thought his ſword had kuog, 

And ſaid (O Cnemen) this isdouble wrong 

Both ynto her and me. As thus he faid, 

A ſlender yoyce, as 'twereof boyor maid, 

Was heard to call Theagenes, and he 

Full well itheard, and anſwer'd, Call'ft thou me? 

Sweet ſoule I come : then Cnemen came with light, 

And plainely heard the voyce of ſuch a ſprite, 

As call'd Theagenes : Q God, quoth he, 

Chariclia lives, that was her yoyce; 'tisſhe. 

O Cnemon (quoth Theagenes) O leave, 

And doe me not thus often timesdecciue, 

I both deceiue (quoth ke) and ama deceiu'd, 

Ifthisdcad-one be ſhe, and therewith heau'd 

The head from ,and tothem turn'd the face : 

Whereat amaz'd, he ſtarted backe a ſpace, 

And cry*d (O wonder !) thisthe countenance 

Of Thsbeſhould be; what concealed chance 

Should bring her hither ? chen Theagenes 

Came to himſelfe, and feelesat heartlome caſe: 

And comforts ( »emzon,almoſt out of winde, 

That with his helpe he might the ſooner finde 

His deere Change; thisnow Cremen knew 

For Thwbe,chicfly by a ribban blue, 

Which with a ſcroule from off her necke he tooke ; 

And, as he would ypon the writing looke, 

Theagenes him bids forbeare as then, 

And ſecke (hericliafarther in the den. 

So he's content : but I had nigh for 

The ſword of Thyamis thatin the plot 

Was alſo found, well hatcht and richly guilt, 

Which Cnemon ſaid he koew well by that hilc. 

Who fits in darke, ſees ſuch as come with light, 

And knowes them ſooncr than is knowen z this might 
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Excuſe Chariclia, that came firſt Vembrace, 
And kiſle Theagenes with modeſt grace: 
Thefaircſthiog is Tuſtice; Health, the beſt ; 
And moſt delightfull, that weloue, poſſeſt : 
And haue ] got th'againe, quothſhe ? And lives 
My Decre, quoth he ? thus each vnt'other giues 
The kinde ſalute; and count'r.embracing fell 
Forluddenioy aſwound : there was a well, 

And Cemon ſprinkled wat'r vpontheir faces, 
Which brought againecheir rohe-bluſhinggraces, 
For now aſham'd they were, and chiefly ſhe, 
That Czemor did, whatpaſtberweene them, ſee : 
Though all but well : yer, as they had offended, - 
They pardon craue for that which he commended, 
But you T heagenes, he ſaid, for that 

Youdid before, 1cannot praiſe ; for, what ? 
Embrace a ftranger hauing no relation 

To youart all, and in ſo foulea faſhion > 

While I ſtood by, and told youplainethat ſhe, 
Your beſt Beloucd, lined yer ? quoth he, 

O charge me not before Chariethe; 

I tooke that corſe for her. Burt can you ſa 

Ought for your ſelfe, who firſt the fame miſtooke, 
And wail'd my caſe, and ſtarted backe, and ſhooke 
For feare of woman dead, an armed man ? 

O Souldiour Rout! O braue Athenian ! 

Hereat they ſinil'd a little, but with teares, 

As more to ſorrow bent amid rhcir feares. 

And yet Charicl:a ſcratching at hereare, 
Asif{h'had then concein'd ſome icalous feare 

By thinking on'r, brokeoutthus; Happie ſhe, 
Whom he to wail'd and kiſt, whatere ſhe be! 
And, but you both willthiake of jealoufie 

I aske thereof, faine would I know of thee, 

Sweet heart, what one it was, thatfo for me 
WasKkiſt ynknowen ? You marucll will, quoth he : 
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For Cnemon faith *twas Thibe that Athenian, 
The Minſrellefſe that wrought fo witha wenian 
'Gainſt him and Demenet. a, fcar'd 
With newesthereof, askt C#emon how it far'd 
That Th#be'sbroughtfrom Greece intothis den, 
And neither he nor the perceiu'd her, when 

They thither came. That, who cantell? quoth he; 
But that of her I know, is this ; when ſhe 

Had circumuented Demenet (the plot 

Againſt me knowen) at firſt my father 

Himſelfea pardon, and my home-recal]; 

And meto ſecke prepar'd a ſhip; and all 

This while the queane had leiſuret'exerciſc her 

In minſralfie ; Arfmoe enuics her; 

Chiefly becauſe the Merchant Nawſicles 

Became her loue, before + Ar/inoes ; 

She ynto friends of Demenet relates 

The plot of Thwbe,they vnto the States ; 

And cauſe to plead procure with great cx 

The men of — fields. my 
They cry that Demenet was calt away _ 
Vniudged, ynconuid, and furtherſay, 

This crime of wed-breach was deuis'd for ſhame 
And way todeath; whereis he ? what's his name, 
That ſhould commit this foule adulterie ? 

Him bring aliue or dead ; orelſe;to tric 

The cauſcaright that ThzcGe let be racke. 

My father profnis'd; but ſhe cloſely packt 
Herſelfe away ; what liketo fall ypon her 
Fore-ſceing well : andthen with much diſhonour. 
My father (cleer'd of mutder by the lawes, 

As one that had related right the cauſe) 

Yet loft his goods, and was himſelfecxil'd, 
For ouerthrowing fo hisguiltlefſechilde, 

And helping Thwbes plot againſt hjs wife ;, 
That end he led ſtill widdow life. 
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The man that buries wife, and weds ogaine, 

Doth after ſhip-wrack lanch into the Maine, 

Butthisſame Thwbe, here that hath her due 

Now in my ſight, from Yrhens came I knew 

By Anticlesate/fgin; therefore twice 

With him int'e g ype ſail'd I with aduice 

To finde her there : that by hermeanes I mighe 

Relceue my father ; State enforming right, 

Buthow to Lake, or how intothisDen 

She was conuey'd, I cannot tell, nor when, 

Bur, if you pleaſe, ler's ſee what's inthe wrir 

I found about her; thus beginneth it: 

Vnto my maſier (exon. Know you (Sir) 

My miſtres death, and I procut'd it her, 

For your reueyge; but how, becauſe (forſooth) 

*T were long to write, lletell by word of mouth, 

If you be pleas'd your hand-maid to receiue, 

And, while 1 tell the manner giue me leaue. 

TcndayesTI haue beene here captiu'd t'a theefe, 

Who vaunts him({elfe Shield-bearer tothe Chicfe. 

Socleſe he keepes methat I cannot moue 

Vnrany doore, and faith it is for loue ; 

I rather thinke, and liker *cis,for feare 

Leſt any take mefrom him ; yet (mine Here) 

Some pow'r diuine me did the grace toſhew me 

Your face in paſſing-by, and I beſhiew me, - 
That out I ran not humbly to ſalute you; | 
The fault ynto my hard reſtraint impute you: 

With much adoe yet pen and inke 1 got, 

And wrote, and ſent you thisby that old Trot 

Was ſctto keepe me ; ſaue me (Sir) Ipray you, 

And Tin all things humbly will obey you, 

'Twas by conſtraint againft you that I wrought ; 

But, youto right, of owne accord I ſought. 

And if your anger nothing can appeaſe, 
Ir vſe againkt me (Sir) eu'n as your pleaſe, 
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Forby your order rather had Idie, 
And buried be with Grecian obfequie, A 
That Attick am, than ſuffer, Forſethav hate, 
barbaroutheefs the lone diſerdinate. 
Thus had ſhe wrote, and Cnementhcreto ſaid ; 
Vuhappic T3h,(I cannot callthee maid) 
That after death (yetſo Icount ie well) 
Thus to my felfe thou do'ſt thy Rtorierell. 
Behold Reuergeabout the world thee caſt, 
Nor ftaid her whip, till yntomeat laſt, 
Whemthou hadft wrong'd, ſhe broughtthee ; that with eye, 
I might be witneſle of thy miſeric, | 
But what a miſchicfe hadſt thou now in hang, 
To worke by lett'ragainſtme? for ſtand 
In doubt, thatall is yet butſome inuens 
Of thine, to be fo farreint',E pype ſent, 
To worke my woe. Theagenes burft out, 
Still feare you ſhadowes? are ye till ſo tout ? 
Youſceſhe's ſtaine ; but who hath bleft youſo, 
How, when,and =_ 'tisdone, faine would I know. 
By Thyawis (quoth he) the deed was done, 
I know his ſword, aud th'Eagle grau'n thereon : 
Burt cannot gheſle, or how, or bs. or when. 
This is no ſuch as was Tropheny's den, 
Whererein whoſeuer enter'd, propheſi'd, 
O Pythia then, O Delphi they ewo cry'd; 
both at once ; not knowing what they ment, - 
He ſtood amaz'd therear ; and thus they ſpent 
Some time in commoning, Now muſt you know, 
That when Thermutis had receiu'd a blow, 
And wounded ſwam toland, hecame in haſte 
Vutothe Caue where he had Thwbeplac'd; 
What time his Maſter ſent him to deuiſc 
(And long he ſtaid) for ſolemnefacrifice. 
And hard withinthe doore, as come but new, 
Her Thyam finding, for Carielia flew. 


Now 
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Now asthe commoned Thermutis came 
And called Thabe, greeking but in name ; 
But when he found her dead, ypon hergaz'd, 
And, word not vtt'cing long time Rood amaz'd, 
At laſtthem hearing to them went, and thought 
They had her ſlaine; and would revenge hauc wrought, 
But naked was, eu'n as to land he {wam, 
And had no ſword; O, then in what a tam 
Wastheeuiſh, batb'rous, loue-ficke, angrie minde, 
That howto wreak his wrathcouldno way finde ; 
But muſt comply ! and fo he did; bur yer 
Meant, if he got a ſword, _ them ſer, 
His looke declar'd his minde was not at eaſe, 
And fo came fawning to Theagenes : 
Amaz'd they werebefore howbes rd him ſpeake, 
And ſuddenly (haricliagauea ſqueake, 
And into th'inner mazie cabbin ran, 
For feare, or ſhame, to ſcea naked man, 
Theagenes oppoſed point of blade 
Againſt the{lic aflault Thermurss made ; 
And bids keepe-off: when he the danger ſees, 
With humble ſhew he fell downeon his knees, 
By fortune more thannature made ſo tame, 
And him to plead-for Cemon call'd byname 
And ſaid, I late your fellow was, and crau'd 
[hat both would thinke him worthy to be fſau'd. 
It moucd Cyewontake him vp, and where 
Sir Thyam was, and how he ſped, to ſpere. 4 
Hetold of Thyams taking, hardly more 
The manner how, than I haue ſaid before ; 
And ſaid himſelfe came now to ſeeke a ſJur, 
Whom he in caue before the battell ſhut. 
Her name was Thisbe, whatis ſheto you ? 
(Yuoth they, Then hethem told the manner how 
| le tooke her from the Mcrchants, lou'd her, left her; 
And now he knowesnot who had him bereft her, 
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Then Cuenzen,them of all ſuſpe& to quit, 

That Thyam kill'd her, faid, this proueth it, 

Aud ſhew'd the ſword, that well Thermweis knew, 

And ſaw itblondy yet of ſlaughternew, 

From barb'rous breſt a deepe ſighthcn he drew, 

And ſaid, O Thwbe, my deere heart, adieu. 

And Thube, Thube,rudely till hebrai'd, 

And on her brett his head all þloudy laid: 

He kift her dying lips, and kiſſing wepr, 

Till charmie (leepe vpon his caſes crept. 

Than th'other three had time (it ſeem'd) tothinke 

On their affaires, yet all begiato winke, 

Oppreſt-with former toyles, and Cuemon led 

The way toflecpe ; T heagenes his head 

Leant on a ſtone, and ſhe ypon his breſt,, 

And all together ſweetly tooke their reſt. 

Commanding Nat mre will enioy her ſeaſon. 

And make onr ſenſes auercome our reaſon. 

From this the carefull minde is not exempt ; 

And, while (hariclia reſted, thus ſhe dreawpt. 

A ſhag; hair'd fellow (dreaming thus ſhe quak'd) 

She thought pull'd out hereye, wherewith ſhe wak'd, 

And not remembring their now-preſent plight, 

Shegauea ſudden ſhreeke, that wak'd her Kvight; 

Whatailes my loue, quoth he? $hetold the caſe, 

And with her fingers felt about her face : 

Then'tis a dreame, quoth ſhe, I haue mine eyes ; 

But what this meaneth can I not deuile, 

And forel feare, left you that are mine eye 

Betaken from me; ( nemon with her cry, 

Awak'd, and heard, and anſ{wer'd by and by : 

Good Lady thinkenot ſo; not ſothinke1 ; 

Bur, if your parents liued late, ſhall one 

Ofthem depart ; for, this full well is knowne, 

They made you ſee and ſcene : and therefore right 

Ir js, to count them authors of your light; 
F 
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And fo your eyes, I thanke you (Sir) forthis, 

Quoth ſhe, and pray, you hitthe marke, Tmiſſe.. 

Wedoebutdreame then quoth-Theagenes 

Thus + 08.75 wn : *ewere better for our caſe 

We weigh our dangers, caſting them decline ; 

And fince you giw'n are by fome Power Diuine, 

Tafliſt vs Cuemon, vnderſtanding well 

Both rongNe and waycs, which we doenot; pray tell. 

Your beſt aduice, while yonder Gypſieſleepes: 

For faſt away neglefied ſeaſon oreepes. 

Then he, In the Iſle prouifion is there none ; 

But hidden treaſure much, to divers known : 

Conſider then, if here we longer ſtay, 

We ſtarue forthwith, or make our ſelues apray. 

To {ome latc on our (fide that all doe know, 

And come for ſpoyle,or to returning foe. 

Then haſte we muſt away ; bur firſt deviſe 

Torid ys of Thermutis; otherwiſe 

Who knows how long we fhall be forc'd endure- 

A man vnconſtant, barbarous, impure, 

And ſomething ſtill ſuſpeRingyvs for her 

He loued ſo? ifrime he findeto ftirre, 

But how ys rid ? by ſending him renquire 

Of Thyams + and hereto they conſpire. 

Andraiſe and tell him ; he's content ; but ſo 

As Cuemon went with him ; alone to goe 

Vawilling was, in caſe ſo dangerous: 

And Cnemon thought it = more perillous, 

T'haue ſuch amarte : this ſaw Theagenez, 

Who ſpoke him-toafide : the words were theſe, 
Sir Cnemgox, well you counfaile can, but want 

Performing courage, Courage man : how can't 

Be dangerous for you to goe with one 

Sonaked man ; you hauing ſword, he none ? 

And hee'll ſuſpeR our flight if you refuſe : 

But goe togerh's at firſt, and after yſc 
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Your skill toleaue him; pointing vs to meet 
Arneereſt ciuill place; and inthe 
Of Chemmis was ras. me place, a Towne 
Both populous and rich, ypona Downe, 
Or ſide of hill, ereed for defence 
Againſt theſpoyling Herdmens inſolence, 
At banke of Ns{ws, not farre from the mouth, 
ond this poole ſore twelue mile off, at South, 

This istoo farrefor her to walke atcaſe, 
Not wontto foot it, quoth 7heagenes : 
But goe we will in beggarspoore array, 
TaSid luſpeR, a} nds the fo 
A good deuice, quoth Cxemon, verily ; 
Detormed both, and ſhe hath loſt aa eye ; 
But ſure I thinke you looke for better fees, 
Than can be got by begging bread and cheeſe, 
Whereat they ſmile, and ſwearehidelitie, 
Not oneto faile another willingly, 

And on the morving ('nemen and Thermute 
Their journey take, and fall rs ſome diſpute, 
Ere halfea milethey paſt, at breake aday, 
Conceming wheth'r of them ſhould lead the way ; 
Which Cnemon will not, ignorance pretending, 
Bur *twas indeed to caſt for hisdefending ; | 
And take ſame offer'd opportuuitie, 
Torid him of ſuch hatefull company, 
They wentnot farre, bur light a flocke, 
Whoſe Shepherds, hauivg heard the fearfull ſhocke 
Late at the poole, weregone, andall amid 
The thickelt neighbour woods themſclucs had hid, 
This hungrie paizethen caught a ſheepe and flead, 
And broyl'd itthere yponthe Shepherds glead. 
Bur = to ſtay, for hunger, or for feare) 
With haſtiechapsthe ſcorched meatrhey teare. 4 
And bleeding ſend it dowuethe narrow gulte, 
As Indian Tiger wont, and _ Woelfe, 
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Thus having fed, and drunke of milketheir fill, 
Now toward nightthey come vynto a hill, 
At whoſe far-Gde was ſet, Thermmtis ſaid, 
A towne where Thyam (as he thought) was ftaid. 
But Crexzon feined cauſe to lag behinde, 
As pained ſore in guts with flux and winde, 
And vpward caſting his diforder'd maw, 
For drinking milke, and cating meat ſo raw ; 
The Gypſie iaying for him on that hill 
11little cime benighted was, and fi!} 
Aſlcepe, where he had laid himon a lone; 
And {tung with Aſpe ere morning di'd alone, 
That Czemon knew not, who ran till infeare 
Of thisſo fell, now no more biting, Beare : 
Hs-lookt bchinde him fill and ran amaine ; 
And ran,and lookrt, and ran, and lookt agaire, 
O how this ſight would faire Chariclia pleaſe, 
To laugh at him that mocktTheagenes, 
Aliuing Greeke from dead Xgyptian ran, 
And long time that, which could not hurt him, ſhan. 
As Coward arm'd with helmer, ſhield and fpearc, 
Lookt in a glafle, and ran away for feare, 

At night he wraps himſelfein heape of leaucs ; 
And yet for feare he neither turnes nor heaues, 
Nor takes a nap, butdreamivgothis cafe, 
Still thinkes himrunnine from Thermmts face. 
When day began, which kethought longeſt when, 
His baire that, for the cuſtome of thoſe men 
With whom heliu'd, he let grow vericlong; 
(Forthought ir iselſewhere, and theſe among, 
That ſhag gie locks will make a young man ſhow 
Both milde to friend, and terrible to foe ) 
Henow cut ſhort : and this was reaſon chiefe ; 
Becauſe he would not ſtill be rooke for theefe, 
Then hafted he to Chermws:, by th'accord + 
Attweene them made; and necre to Nilxe berd 
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Where o're he wasto paſſe, he ſaw at hand 

An old man walking vp and downe the ſtrand; 
(White haire he wore, in hely faſhionlong, 

His beard alikedowne vnt'his girdle hung, 

More narrow toward point ; in Greekifh cloke, 
And other garmenrs wade of fineftloke) 

So full of thought, that with faire Byggour<leanes, - 
Thrice paſſed. by, he noman yer perceiues ; 

Then comming faceto face, him bids all-hailc : 
Of that (quoth he) my fortune will mefaile. 

Then Cnemon wondred, and wasfarre to ſecke, 
And faid, I pray (Sir) are y'a ſtranger Greeke? 
Nor Grecke, nor ſtranger, then repli'd th'old Sire : 
Why theo (quoth (emer) weare you Greekeartire ? 
That this ] weare, thoughthis more gallant bee, 
Quoth he, the cauſe is my calamitee. 

Burth'orther wondred why a man ſhould weare 
For ſorrow gallant clothes, and faine would hcare. 
Artale (quoth he) too long and lamentable 
For me totell, for you vniufferable; 

But (yourg man) whicher goe you? what to ſceke ? 
And how in Xgyprt (tell me) ſpeake you Grecke ? 

] askt you firſt, quoth he, and you refuſe : 

Of mine affairesthen will you know the newes ? 

I rake't not ill (quoth th'old man) for you ſceme 

A Greeke well taught, and one of ſomeeſteeme ; 
And changed, as my ſelfe, for ſomedefigne; 

But (O) I wiſh you better caſe thanmine: 

Which, if I ſhould nottell, my heart would burſt, 
And therefore well am pleafd to tell you firſt, 

Burt let yspaſſe the N:/e here running wide, 

And goe to yonder towne on th'other fide. 

I haue no houfe mine owne there, but a friend 

That me receiues, and all that I commend : 

We ſhallbe kindly vs'd, andithere full well 

Our ſtrapge aduentures may both heare and tell. .- 
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Gow' then (ſaith Cnemon) let vs pafle the Sound, 
And tothetowne : for thither was I bound, 

To meet lome friends, Thentimely take they boar, 
(For many there vpon the river float, 

ExpeQing hire) and to the townethey bend, 

And that mans houſe, which was this old mans frend, 
The man abroad, his daughtermarriageable, 

And othec maidsatrend them, ſer the table, 

And furniſh it with diuers daintie meats, 

And make their bed, and laythem aired ſheers, 
And waſht their feer : then Cnemor, we may call 
This houſe the houſe of Tupire Hoſpital > 

Not (o, but one that knowes the God fo hight, 
Reply'd the old man, and onethat fauoursright : 
And ina word ,to paſle by all the reſt, 

He knowing well diſtrefle will helpediſtreſt, 
S$odid he me, and brought me to this place 
Wyihrcraucll weari'd, and in wofull caſe: 

And ftill m what I need affordeth aid. 

Why trauell you, quoth Cyemon ? Throld man ſaid, 
Ofchildren robb'd I was by theeuiſh might, 
And, though I knowthem, dare I not meright. 
Bur here Imourne ; nor can I take my reſt 

Or day, or = : aSbird that hath her neſt 
Devour'd by Dragon all afore hereyes; 

Yetnigh ſhe darenot came, nor farre ſhe flyes. 

Wile pleaſe youthen (quoth (emer, Sir) to ſhow, 
How this befe]l you, and how long agoe. 
HereafterSir, quoth he ; now time requires 
Tothinkevypon our ſtomacksiuſt defires, 

But firſt doe ſervice totheGods, as vic 

Th'#gyprtian Wiſc-men: nothing ſhall excuſe 

Me from this dutie ; then ypon the ground 
Faire water powring, faid, this am 1 beund, 
And doe, in honour of the Pow'rs Diuine 
That hold this place,and ſuch as well encline 
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To Greece, eApollo Delphicks, Cynthia, 
5 mg Chariclia ; 
Whom Ia the Gods will ever count: 
So did, and faid, and wept as from a fount, 

This (emo hearing, on him wiſtly gaz'd, 
And well obſeruing him reply'd amaz'd; 
WK for my boldnefle (Sir) I benot blam'd, 
What areto you the twethat laſt you nam'd ? 
They are my children (quoth he) not by wife, 
Bur giuen me fromaboue; the griefe and ftrife, 
Which I haue had for them, mie them aſſure 
As mich as if they were mygeniture, 
As childen loue I them, meas Sire :
